WHEREAS, An election wae held In the Olty of Austin, Texas, on the 13th day of June,
A. D. 19311, at which election there was submitted to the qualified voters of said Olty, for

their action thereon, the certain proposition as followss

Shall the Olty Oounoll of the Olty of Austin be authorized to Issue bonds In the
total sum of 1857,000.00. for the purpose of the Improvement, enlargement, extension
and betterment of the water, light and power system and the sanitary sewer system
of the Olty of Austin; said bonds to bear Interest at a rate not exceeding four
per oentum per annum, Interest payable semi-annually, and to mature not exceeding
ten years from the date of said bonds, serially or otherwise, as may be determined
by ordinance of the Olty Council; and to pledge, mortgage and encumber the receipts,
vovenues and Income of the water, light and power works and system to secure the
payment of said bonds: provided, that no such obligation shall ever be a debt of
the Olty of Austin but solely a charge upon said receipts, revenuee and inoome so
encumbered*

THAT It la hereby declared the result of aald alaotlon to ba that tha Olty Council
of tha Olty of Auatln haa baen and la authorized by tha voter a at aald alaotlon, In tha
majority required by law, to laaua bonda In the total aum of $857,000.00, for tha purpoaa of

tha Improvement, enlargement, eactenalon and betterment of the water, light and power system,

and the eanltary aewer eye tern of the Olty of Auatln, aald bonda to bear intereat at the rate
of not exceeding four peroentum per annum, Intereat payable asml-annually, and to mature not

exceeding ten years from the date of aald bonde, aerially or otherwise, and In euoh amounta
from time to time,within the limit above etatod, aa may be determined by ordinance of the
Olty Oounoll, and to pledge, mortgage and encumber the recelpta, revenuea and Income of the
water, light and power works and e yet em to aeoure the payment of eald bonds, provided that
no euoh obligation shall ever be a debt of the Olty of Auetln, but solely a charge upon aald
reeelpte, revenues and Income that may be ao encumbered*

At the meeting of the Park and Recreation Board, June 13, 193*t» the following resolu-
tion was unanimously adopted:

Honorable Mayor, Membere of Olty Oounoll, and Olty Manager:

WHEREAS. On Maroh 22. 193̂ 1 the Paxk and Recreation Board made an Inspection of all
the Playgrounds belonging to the Olty, and made certain recommendations contained In a letter
addressed to the Olty Manager and the Olty Oounoll of urgent or much needed Improvements for
each playground; and

WHEREA6, These recommendations had been carried out In part and not In full In any
Instance and not In accordance with your Park and Rooreatlon Board's recommendations, or In
accordance with the resolution adopted by the Olty Council on April 12, 193*i adopting these
recommendations; and

WHEREA8, According to the ordinance adopted by tha Olty Council creating this Board
and providing for ita organisation. It waa specifically provided that upon completion of any
euoh plane or raoommandatlona by the Park and Recreation Board adopted by the Olty Oounoll,
It shall be unlawful to deviate from same without submitting such ohangaa to tha Park and j
Raoreatlon Board for their approval of any suggested changes before work la to ba carried
out*

Believing that this la not fully underatood by the Oity Administration and employees, ;
we respectfully request that your Park and Recreation Board be advlaad why certain changes
ware made from their racommandationa and upon whoae authority the ohangaa ware made, and ;we request that you would adviae the Park and Recreation Board regarding the exaot statue
of these recommendations and execution of them.

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same Is hereby permitted to lay and con-

struct Its gas mains in and upon the following streets!

(1) A gas main In BAN GABRIEL STREET from Vest 30th Street northerly to a point US
feet south of the south line of West 31st Street, the centerllne of which gas main shall be
35 feet east of and parallel to the west line of San Oabrlel Street* Said gas main describe
ed above shall have a obver of not less than 2 feet. i

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the Olty of Austin

.does not guarantee that the apace assigned above la clear from other underground utilities,
but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does

not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may be required at speolal points*

When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the ground as to

elevations or working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they
shall apply to the Olty Engineering Department not less than three (3) days before suoh

information is required* The Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that

they will be required to bear the expenee of repairs or replacement of any underground
utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution*

AND THAT whenever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used

at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches*

THAT the work and laying of said gaa mains, including the excavation in the streets

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid, ehall

be under the supervision and direction of the Oity Manager, and under all the pertinent
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
